Of the several hills affecting conser­ 


vation now before the legislature, the 


one most minor in scope has stirred up 
the most opposition. 


ll It-173 is an Administration pro­ 


posal to rai«e the dollar limit per 


acre the State can pay for forest 


land. 


The present $10 limit for tracts out­ 
side state forests was set in 1923, and 
the $20 limit for interior holdings was 
established in 1937. 


These limits do not reflect current 
real estate values, and the Department 
of Forests and Waters wants them 
raised to $25 and $50, respectively. 


The Pennsylvania Chamber of Com­ 
merce has opposed the bill on the 
grounds that the State should not in­ 
crease its forest holdings. 
Few people, of course, would want to 
see the State !>egin an indiscriminate 
program of buying up forest land. Rut 
this is not the purpose of the hill. The

**. . . your Federal Reserve 
note (most of our currency) is 
guaranteed not only by the sur­ 
plus nnd assets of our Federal 
Reserve Ranks (they are all 
owned by the United States Gov­ 
ernment) but, in addition, are 
harked by every' dollar of assets 
of the United States Govern­ 
ment. Those assets are m a n y 
times more than enough to meet 
all the obligations of the Federal 
Reserve Bonks The twenty-five 
per cent gold reserve is not 
needed to make up any possible 
deficit.” 
This raises the question of 
what are the assets of the United 
States. Our budget does not in­ 
clude them. Our Treasury's an­ 
nual reports do not include the 
assets. 


Our federal bookkeeping sys­ 
tem i* based on the simplest 
method of aceountaney, namely 
Income and outgo, much like a 
houses* ife handling a check - 
book. No business could survive 
such accounting methods. 


The assets of the United States 
Government are enormous and 
could if properly audited and ac­ 
counted for. provide ample cov­ 
erage for the American dollar. 
This government owns, for ex­ 
ample, an e nom our quantity o f 
real estate, some of it of great 
value. 
No accounts are kept of these 
assets. They are rather dealt 
with only on the basis of erec­ 
tion and maintenance expends 
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tunes The United States Govern­ 
ment owns more than half a 
hundred corporations, some of 
which could, by proper account­ 
ing. be established as profitable. 
They are either assets or liabili­ 
ties. 
These corporations are enor­ 
mous properties, as for instance, 
TVA. They are caried on the 
books as decisions of Conges* 
rather than as assets or liabili­ 
ties. 
If Congeasman Mulier means 
that the American dollar should 
be protected by the assets of the 
United States Government, then 
he has to arrange that cair fed­ 
eral bookkeeping system he re­ 
vised. That would he an ex­ 
tremely 
constructive measure. 
It would represent a step for­ 
ward in government financing. 
It might prove embarrassing 
to some officials who dislike 
auditing as the devil hates holy 
water, hut it might even en­ 
courage the sale of some govern­ 
ment assets, the funds to be used 
to reduce toe national debt, 
• I fear that the legislator is 
emotional about the virtue of the 
dollar. He says; 
" . . . I for one, as an Ameri­ 
can, do not require my govern­ 
ment to back up its guarantee 
with a gold reserve.” 
This paragraph does not deal 
with the economics of the dollar. 
It is Muller s response to the 
perfection of the American gov­ 
ernment which, while laudable, 
is ultra vires. The United .States 
has defaulted on its obligation in 
the gold content of the dollar. 
The case went to the Supreme 
Court as Congressman Multer 
well knows. 
There can be no sentiment 
about money It is accepted be­ 
cause of confidence or coercion. 
It is rejected out of fear. It is 
not something to be loved for its 
own sake.

31, 1958, the Soviets have 
never accepted what the Ameri­ 
cans and British regard as the 
minimum features of an effec­ 
tive inspection system. And since 
March 21, when the negotiations 
were resumed, the Soviets have 
insisted mi a new three • headed

group giving them a 
“ built - in Veto" unacceptable to 
the West. 
Meanwhile, all three countries 
have declared a voluntary mora­ 
torium on all nuclear tests, a- 
mounting in effect to a test ban 
without controls. If the Soviets 
have been “ cheating" by con­ 
ducting small underground tests 
that can't he detected, they may 
have caught up with U.S. wea­ 
pons technology. This could im­ 
peril U.S. security unless we re­ 
sume testing to perfect such 
items as the “ pocket ICBM " and 
the “ neutron bomb." 
To break off negotiations and 
end the moratorium, however, 
might doom any chances of ar­ 
riving at an eventual agreement 
with the Soviets for arms re­ 
duction.

France already 
knocking at the door of the "nu­ 
clear club." and others including 
China seeking their own nuclear 
arsenals, a world-wide a r m s 
race could he expected. 
The President is confronted 
with a dilemma, in short — to 
test or not to test. And unless he

come to terms quickly, the pres- 
sure to call it quits in Geneva 
and to “ unleash" the Pentagon 
is likely to prove irresistible. 
P ressure to Test Sn far, Presi­ 
dent Kennedy has clung to the 
hope that the Soviets could be 
brought around. On April 21, he 
admitted being “ very discour­ 
aged by the newest insistence of 
the Soviets on a veto," but on 
May 20 he sent his chief negoti­ 
ator, Arthur Dean, hack to Ge­ 
neva with instructions “ to use 
ev ery’ reasonable effort to get a 
workable and effective treaty.” 
Elsewhere in Washington, how­ 
ever, there is widening skepti­ 
cism. Last December Rep. Chet 
Holifield ID Calif ), Chairman of 
the powerful Joint Atomic Ener­ 
gy Committee, called on Mr. 
Kennedy fo resume testing in OO 
to 90 days, sav ing the real So­ 
viet purpose was to “ keep on 
stalling at the negotiating table.” 
Bonfield and other members of 
the Joint Committee flew to Ge­ 
neva May 24, apparently to con­ 
firm their suspicions.
